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The Scriptures are excluded from 
the classrooms through an interpre- 
tation of the statutes against the use 
of any sectarian teaching in the 
schools. The State Supreme Court 
has ruled that the Bible is not of the 
class prohibited by the statutes, but 
permission for its use in the public 
schools is not given by this decision. 

The amendment provides that the 
Bible shall be placed in the school- 
rooms and school libraries of the 
state, and that it may be studied by 
any pupil or read by any teacher with- 
out comment. No student will be re- 
quired to read the Bible or hear it 
read against the wishes of his par- 
ents or guardian, however.
